CHRISTMAS FRUIT CAKE 

1% cups sifted prepared cake flour. 

1 teaspoon*baking powder. 
teaspoon salt. & 
cup, butter, ur other shortening.: 
1 cup sugar. ~ 
-cup chopped almonds. 
cup grated cocoanut. 
cup citron, cut fine. 
cup Sultana raisins. 
teaspoon almond extract. 
teaspoon vanilla. 
5 egg whites, beaten stiff. 


Sift cake flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift to- 
gether three times. Sift 44 cup of this 
flour mixture over nuts and fruits; 
mix thoroughly. Cream shortening un- 
til light and fluffy add sugar grad- 
ually and cream together thoroughly. 
Add remaining flour mixture slowly to 
creamed mixture. Beat after each ad- 
dition until smooth. ‘Add nuts, fruit, 
and flavorings. Fold in. egg -whites. 
Pour in‘loaf pan which has been pre- 
pared with a paper lining in the bot- 
tom. Bake in slow oven (250 dégrees 
F.) 1% hours. Make 1 pounds. For 
larger cake double recipe and hake in

WEALTH. OF AB. AREA 


Enormous Mining Development 
Will Follow Building Of 
Railway. 

The whole of Canada.will benefit by - 
the opening up of the Manitoba min- 
ing area, north of Hudson’s Bay Ratl- 
way. This is the conviction of Cyril 
M. T. Young, F-R.G.S., Toronto, super-’: 
intendent of development of the Cana- - 
dian National Railways, who was the 
speaker at a joint meeting of the 
Board of Trade ang the Young Men’s 
Board of Trade: at Winnipeg. 

“The country north of the Hudson's 
Bay line,” he declared, “especially 
along the height of land. between the 
Nelson and the Churchilt Rivers in 
the Sherritt Gordon-Flin Flon section 
and northeasterly toward Churchill. is 
going to give Canadians another sur- 
prise in mining.” This, Mr. Young 
said from his 25 years expertences in 


imining, forestry and settlement and 


as a result of a personal examination 
of the resources of the territory. 

Ore in the Manitoba properties was 
not as high a grade of copper, afford- 
ing as large a net return, as that of 
Rouyn, Québec, he stated, yet measure- 
ments and sampling showed that each 
of the propertfes had today ore values 
three times the total of the developed 
ore In the Rouyn area in 1927, when 
one takes into consideration the fact 
that Rouyn traffic has justified the 43 . 
mile Canadian National branch Hine, 
said Mr. Young, and that a second 
railway. has been constructed and 18 
now in operation into that camp.

. . British Immigration 


200 Families Brought To Saskatch- 
ewan Under Colonization Plan . 

British immigration to the Canadian © 
West showed a marked increase in 
1927 over -1926, according to a report 
at an .exectitive session of the local 
colonization boards of Saskatchewan 
at Regina. It was stated that during . 
1927, 200 British . families .-were 
brought into Saskatchewan ufider a 
special -colonization plan: and these, 
with single Brilishers’ brought in, ac- 
counted for a 70 per cent. increase 
over the previous year. Altogether, ac 
cording to the report, some 6,000 set- 
tlers were brought into the province 
in the first eight months of 1927, or an 
increase of 2,060 over the whole of- 
1926.

More: than a mile a minute’ train 
speed is now regular schedule time for 
the “Sud Express” on a part of. its 
journey from Paris -to. -Madrid.. The 
fast run is.from Bordeaux to Dax, 
ninety-two miles on a part ‘of the road 
that has been electrified. 

The train dally makes the run in 
an hour and twenty-nine minutes, or 
at the rate of sixty-two and a _ half 
miles an hour. Much higher speeds 
have been attained on other electrified 
roads in experimental runs, but the 
Sud Express time-table, recently _re- 
vised, is the. fastest schedule in 
France...

During the past too many such 
men have left this country for the 
United States, and it is high time that 
something was done to stop the ex 
odus. Canada needs these men, and 
will need them in increasing numbers 
when the development period opens in 
earnest, as it is bound to do before 
long. In the expansion of mining and 
of industry, men with technical know- 
ledge are essential if the most is to be 
made of opportunity. 

While many technically trained 
Canadians have left’ Canada. upon 
graduation, the great majority were 
‘forced to do so by circumstances. They 
would have liked to remain in Can- 
ada, but there were no positions’ for 
them, If they wished to continue in 
their profession they had ‘to go. They 
went, and Canada was the poorer for 
thelr going. : 

The Technical Service Council is 
endeavoring to keep expert. Canadians 
at home, and deserves the support of 
all true’ Canadians,.

SOVIET .CONSUL 
UN CHINA HANDED 
HIS PASSPORTS 


Wideigtar=-The Nae Nationalist govern- 
ment has handed the Soviet consul at 
Shanghai his passports. He ‘was re- 
quested to leave Nationalist territory 
within a week. 

The passports were given the So 
viet envoy by Quo Tai-Chi, National- 
ist vice-minister of foreign affairs. 
“The action was in line with the re 
eently announced policy of the. Na- 
tionalists under Chiang Kai-Shek, to 
retfiove alleged Russian. influence in 
Chinese affairs. — - 

_ Im addition to severing diplomatic 
relations, the Nationalists also’ broke 
off, commercial relations, demanding 
the closure of Russian commercial 
agencies, including the Russian state 
Dalbank, and the volunteer fleet. 

Explaining its action, the Nanking 
Government, in its official mandate, 
sald: : 

“The Nanking Government has been 
‘Informed that the Soviet consulates 
and commercial agencies in National- 
fst jurisdiction, have long been used’ 
-as headquarters for Red propaganda, 
and as asylums for communists. Ex- 
posures of these facts thus’ far has 
been withheld, in view of the formal 
relations existing between ‘China: and 
Russia. 

»“On December 11, in Canton, an up-

Children Perish In Blaze 


Many Die As Flames Sweep Through 
Orphanage In Quebec 
Quebec City. —Fifty “children, most 
of them orphans ranging in age from 
five to sixteen years, are feared to 
have been burned to death in a fire 
which- swept suddenly and devastat- 


ingly through the Hospice Saint 
Charles here, 
The Hospice Saint Charles, an 


orphanage conducted by the Nuns of 
the Good Shepherd, also housed many 
local children: placed there by their 
families to receive theit education, 
and the parents of these children, 
crazed by grief, flocked to the city 
morgue to reclaim their dead. 

Five hundred children and forty 
nuns were in the four-storey  stone- 


faced building when fite burat out in, 


a dormitory on the second floor. It was 
believed to have originated in the 
basement and to have eaten its way 
to the second floor before discovery. 
In a short time the entire building 
was'a mass of flames and doomed to 
destruction. Efforts of firemen, police- 
men,and 1..e Nuns: of the Good Shep- 
herd who conducted ‘an orphanage in 
the building were directed toward res- 
cue work. A dreadful scene ensued, 
Ladders were placed on every side 
of the building and firemen and police- 
men carried many children to safety 
in their arms. 
Mingled with the roar of the flames 
were the terrible screams of the 
frightened and injured children and 
those trapped within the structure. 
Adding. to the horror of ‘the catas- 
trophe were the grief-stricken groups 
of parents who awaited the removal of 
the children’s bodies by the firemen. 


Rescue workers made repeated trips '
